APPELLATE: GOURT 
ALLOWS APPEAL IN 
‘MABEL 16.6, CASE 


By a judgment of a majority of the 
court the appellate division of the 
supreme court cf Alberta has allowed 
the appeal with costs of H. E. Mabey 
against the judgment of Chief Jus- 
tice Simmons, of the trial division, in 
the acion of the United Grain Grow- 
ers vs. Mabey. 

The main issue of the trial turned 
upon the point as to whether. the de- 
fendant gave instrucions to sell. two 
cars of oats on A 29, 1921. The

In Septem- 
ber, 1920, the defendant delivered « 
carload of oats to plaintiff, receiving 
an advance of $680, and later delivered 
another car.,of oats receiving an ad- 
vance of $735, these amounts to be 
repaid on demand with interest at 
seven cent per annum, On February 
13, .1922,. when action was brought 
‘there was owing on both cars, $1,468,-

Defendant admitted delivering the 
oats and receiving the advances but 
said that the oats were shipped to the 
plaintiffs for sale.o commission,’ with 
instructions to hold the same at their 
terminal elevator at Fort William un- 
til_he should give instructions to sel‘ 
the same; that om April 29, 1921, he 
gave instructions to ‘plaintiffs to sell 
the oats, but that the plaintiffs refused 
to account to him therefor, and claim- 
ed an accounting, Defendant counter- 
claimed for an, accounting and pay- 
ment of any balance which might be 
found to be owing. . 

Plaintiffs, in ‘defence to counter-. 
claim, denied that they were ever in- 
structed to sell, and to account to de- 
fendant. At the date of the trial, the 
oats were still unsold, but an order 
was made by the trial judge that -they 


be sold and proceeds accounted for.|
